KATY SHOPS AT SEDALIA. 
Senator Charles E. Yeater, A. P. 
M orey and W. 
L. Porter, consti­ 
tuting a committee to represent the 
citizens of 
Sedalia, 
held a c on­ 
ference here yesterday with Vice 
President and General Manager T. 
C. Purdy, of the Missouri, Kansas 
a nd Texas railway, relative 10 the 
reconstruction of the com pany's car 
repairing shops at Sedalia. 
T h e result of the conference, as 
announced by the railway m a nag e­ 
ment, was the acceptance by the 
.road of the proposition made by 
the Sedalia committee, 
viz., 
that 
the railway com pany shall agree to 
permanently locate 
their 
car re­ 
pairing shops for the northern di ­ 
visions of the road at Sedalia and 
to expend $100,000, donated by the 
citizens of that city, in the recon­ 
struction of old buildings and the 
erection of new ones. 
T h e 
ground 
to 
be 
occupied 
b y 
the 
new 
plant, 
thirty 
acres near the stock yards, is also 
to be donated by the city of Seda- 
lia. 
T h e Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
has for years maintained shops at 
Sedalia, but 
they 
became i na de ­ 
q ua te for 
the purpose, 
and there 
was talk of their removal to a point 
farth er south on the system. 
This led the citizens of Sedalia 
to make the proposition now sub ­ 
mitted, 
the 
shops 
employing 
a 
large num b er of men and contrib 
uting largely to the prosperity of 
the city. 
According 
to the 
railway offi­ 


cials, all that now remains is for the 
citizens to complete their task of 
raising the bonus offered. 
Most of this has been raised, and 
the Sed aliaos express themselves as 
confident that the balance will be 
subscribed in a short time. 
The Katy pay rolls in Sedalia for 
all departments of the service will 
average $35 ,000 per month.

The grand 
jury returned an in­ 
dictment for murder in the first de 
gree against Gao. Davis, the negro 
proprietor of the Imperial saloon, 
for the killing of H aydtR Vaughn, 
also colored, on the 7th day of last 
February. 
Davis was brought into court at 
2:15 and was furnished a copy of 
the iodictmera. 
H e will probably 
be asked to plead to the charge on 
Monday, when the date of his trial 
may be fixed. 
Wm. Woodward and Allen Feeks 
were indicted for robbery, their al­ 
leged victim being Chas. Bruner, of 


i\p]» !eton City, Me,, a few weeks 
ago. 
Woodward and Feeks were a r ­ 
raigned this aficrnoon, and their 
trial was continued to the next term 
of court, the fathers of the 
two 
young men giving bond for their 
appearance for trial. 
Yesterday afternoon Dan Scaiiy 
entered a plea of not guilty to fe­ 
lonious assault and the case was 
continued generally. 
Paul Foster, colored, 
was con­ 
victed of 
grand 
larceny for the 
theft of oveicoats from Blair Bros., 
and was sentenced to the peniten­ 
tiary for three years. 
The court, 
however, set the verdict aside, as it 
was not shown that Foster stole all 
of the coats at one time, and the 
defendant was permitted to plead 
guilty to petit larceny, which result­ 
ed m a six months' jail sentence.
